Church restoration begins

Restoration work is set to begin 
on the former Episcopal Church 
(since 1915), located on Main St. 
that was purchased by the Lakes 
Region Historical Society to pre- 
serve the oldest structure in 
Antioch. It is the intention of the 
society lo restore the structure to 
its original look in 1863 when it 
was built for the Disciples of 
Christ. 

Equally historic is the addition 

to the church of the army barracks 

.from Fort Sheridan that was moved 

"to Antioch about 1920, after World 

War I. 

The initial work began on 
neighboring properties, also pur- 
chased by the historical society, to 
allow space for an off-street drive- 
way and parking. Off-street parking 
is necessary, in part, to allow for 
work along Rte. 83 (Main St. in 
Antioch). 

The parking lot groundbreaking 
took place on Aug. 30 prior to Labor 
Day weekend. Though final bidding 
for the restoration is not complete, 
the site work contract was awarded 
to Leo J. Fox, of Antioch. 

One of the properties adjacent 
to the church is the Lasco property, 
and the building on the property 
will be used as an archive and 
research center. This center will be 
open to the public making Antioch's 
historic and family history collec- 
tion available. 

"Painters have been working on 



the Lasco House, H said project man- 
ager Earl Beese. 

The Rectory Building is locat- 
ed on the other neighboring prop- 
erty, and will be used by the 
Antioch Fine Arts Foundation to 
exhibit local artistry as well as con- 
duct educational programs. "It's a 
nice arrangement between this 
group and the historical society," 
said Beese. 

One noticeable change is that 
the stained glass windows are start- 
ing to be removed from the church. 
Other not so noticeable changes are 
that the pews from inside have been 
removed and stored. 

"Community development 



loaned us some of the summer work* 
ers to move the pews to the garage," 
said Beese. "We appreciate that they 
were willing to do that for us." 

The society is still going to 
maintain the School House 
Museum at Depot and Main streets. 
"We are very crowded at our muse- 
um location, but this additional 
space will provide more storage, 
processing, exhibits and a sizeable 
meeting room."

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Peterson takes steps to save 
property taxpayers money 



Senator Bill Peterson intends to propose a 
new law that .will save property taxpayers 
money. Peterson [H-Long Grove) held a public 
hearing of the Senate Revenue Committee to 
gather feed hack from interest 
groups and the public on his plan 
before crafting the legislation, 

"You save interest if you pay 
your car loan ahead or if you pay 
off your credit cards each month," 
said Peterson. "Why should prop- 
erty taxes be any different? If you 
pay your property taxes ahead you 
should get a break." 

The legislation, which 
Peterson intends to fine-tune and 
introduce next spring, would give 
property taxpayers {except in Cook 
County) a three percent break if they pay their 
tax bill in one lump sum, rather than two 
installments. The break would be calculated 
on the amount of the second installment. 

Currently, all counties in Illinois, except 
Cook, bill taxpayers In two installments, but 
give the option of paying the full amount with 
the first installment. In Cook County, taxpay- 
ers do not know the amount of their full lax 
bill until they receive the bill for the second 
installment, making a discount difficult to 

administer. 

Florida, Kentucky, Maine, Massachusetts, 

North Dakota, Oregon, Pennsylvania, South 
Carolina, Tennessee, and West Virginia offer 
similar discounts to property taxpayers. 

Peters on wants to craft the legislation so it 
will benefit not just taxpayers, but also local

taxing districts, who will have use of the funds 

earlier. 

"We don't want this to be a determent to 
the revenue streams of local governments," 

said Peterson, indicating he would 
draft the legislation to prevent a 
loss of funds. "Local taxing dis- 
tricts, like schools and libraries, 
could even benefit when taxpayers 
pay the entire sum because they 
will have the money at their dis- 
posal to invest or spend earlier 
than* anticipated. This legislation 
will give taxpayers incentive to pay 
the entire bill at once." 

Testifying at the hearing 
were Lake County Treasurer Bob 
Skidmore, the Illinois County 
Clerk Association, School District 96 in 
Kildeer, Elementary School District 15 in 
Mcllenry, Mortgage Bankers Association, 
Downers Grove School District and First 
American Real Estate Services. 

The groups offered feedback on the plan, 
urging that any legislation not lower the 
amount of funds for school districts. Concerns 
were also raised about varying procedures in 
Illinois counties and that counties may have 
to purchase additional computer equipment 
to administer the discount. 

Peterson said he would proceed, taking 
into account the concerns and issues raised at 
the hearing as legislation is drafted. He antici- 
pates another public hearing on the topic 
before any legislation is introduced in the 
Senate.

through years of experience in youth develop- 
ment, as well as years of developing a thor- 
ough knowledge of the community and its 
organizations. 

"I had a network already established," he 
noted.

McCammon began his career with a 10- 
year stint in the U.S. Navy, working in human 
resources. 

"The Navy dropped me off in Lake County 
in 1975, and I found my way to the Lake 
County Forest Preserve," he recalled. 

He spent 26 years with the forest preserve, 
and for 24 of them, was involved with the YCC. 

"For the last 10 year I was there, I man- 
aged the summer program at the forest pre- 
serve in addition to my other duties," he said. 
He was also responsible for managing (he for- 
est preserve's fleet operations, with S2 million 
worth of rolling stock, as well as managing a 
housing program, overseeing 30 houses on 
forest preserve property. 

Additionally, the new director has been 
leaching human resources and management 
courses at the College of Lake County. 

"The youth corps is just an extension of 
what I love," he said. "I love the potential of 
young people. 

McCammon's educational background 
includes an undergraduate degree in behav- 
ioral science from the National College of 
Education (now known as Lewis National 

University), a teacher's college in Evanston, 
and a masters degree in public administration 

from Roosevelt University. 

Originally raised in southern Indiana, 
McCammon has been a resident of Lake Villa 
for the past 14 years. 

"We live a block-and-a-half away from 
where my wife, Susanne, was raised," he said. 
The couple's blended family includes off- 
spring Mark, 29, Jessica, 21, Joshua, 19, and 
Carly, 12. The two eldest children each have a 
child of their own. 

Not one to let grass grow under his feet, 
the new director already has plans for the 
future of the YCC. 

"By the end of next year, I want 20 corps 
members in the year-round program, working 
on life skills and getting their GEDs," he said. 
The new program, which reaches out to disad- 
vantaged young adults, aged 18*21, began this 
July with five members. 

"My five-year plan is to have an organiza- 
tion well-supported with diverse funding, and 
working with 30 youths in the year-round pro- 
gram," he continued. 

"1 also want to spread out the YCC sum- 
program to other park districts and grass- 
roots environmental agencies within Lake 



County," McCammon slated. 

"My 1 0-year plan is to convince the Illinois 
Stale legislature that statewide corps pro- 
grams might help more youth in the state," he 
added. McCammon envisions a wider-scale 
program, similar to those in force in 
California, Ohio and Wisconsin. 

The YCC, which has its historical roots in 
the Civilian conservation Corps (CCC) of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt's "New Deal," 
began as a federally funded summer program 
for young people. 

In 1981, when government funding disap- 
peared under the Reagan administration, the 
YCC was established as an advisory commit- 
tee for i he Like County Forest Preserve. 

While under federal auspices, the youth 
corps had been able lo accommodate up to 30 
corps members, in its first years as YCC, Inc., 
the organization was able to raise funds lo 
support only nine corps members in a sum- 
mer program. 

The two existing programs serve some- 
what different needs. 

The summer program participants work 
on various projects in the Forest Preserve. This 
summer, the group built boardwalks at the 
Middle fork Savannah, near Like Forest, and 
planted 41,000 prairie plants at the Rollins 
Savannah, near Round Lake Beach. The corps 
also laid woodchip trails in Lake Villa 
Township's Grant and McDonald Woods, and 
built a small bridge at Duck Farm in 
Lindenhurst. 

"In eight weeks, the corps completed over 
60 projects al 13 sites in the county," 

McCammon said. 

Additionally, the corps members, aged 16- 
18, experienced 40 hours of environmental 
education, recreation and team building. 

"They (corps members) went camping 
and canoeing at Van Patten Woods and Cedar 
Lake," the new director said. "For some of 
them, it was the first time they'd ever been 
camping in their lives." 

The summer program draws participants 
from dissimilar groups, putting North Chicago 
youth side-by-side with college-bound stu- 
dents from Lake Forest. 

According to McCammon, the under- 
privileged youths learn lo raise their sights, as 
their peers from more affluent communities 
learn to respect and appreciate diversity. 

The new year-round program strives to 
give disadvantaged youth, whom McCammon 
calls "the forgotten work force," a leg up in 
developing basic life skills, including obtain- 
ing a driver's license, earning a G.E.D., regis- 
tering to vote, and preparing for better 
employment opportunities.

Okay, maybe you're not thinking about gourds, but you should be. 
Ancient civilizations revered the gourd and looked at the roundish fruit as the origin of creation, with 

the seeds inside representing man. 
.If you haven't had a religious gourd epiphany, 
this weekend, Lake County will offer you the per- 
fect opportunity to get in touch with your "inner 
gourd" at the first stale Festival of Gourds on 
Saturday and Sunday, Sept. 8-9, at the Chicago 
Boating Garden in Glencoe. 

According to Gail K. I .cider, a member of the 
Illinois Gourd Society and gourd artist, the event 
will be reminiscent of the old "Goddess of the 
Gourd Festival" that used to take place in 
Grayslake. 

A resident of Grayslake herself, Leider stumbled 
into the world of gourd art by accident. 

"I used to do watercolors and back in '95, 1 had a 
friend who was headed to Atlanta because she saw 
an ad in the paper about gourds," she said. 

Having grown up in Wisconsin. Leider was only 
familiar with the small variety of gourds which she 
had often seen painted or made into birdhouses. 

Before she knew it, Leider and her friend headed 
to Georgia with' her husband's pick-up truck and 
filled the bed with kettle gourds for 75 cents a 
piece. 

Down in Helena, Ga., the ladies heard about a 
gourd museum and, after receiving some wild 
directions from the locals, they found the museum 
property with gourd scarecrows stationed outside. 

"After the museum, I had so many ideas," she 

said. "My mind went wild." 
There are thousands of gourd varieties including 

the apple, dipper, martin house, kettle, bottle and 
Mexican bottle and even larger ones, the cannon- 
ball and bushel basket. 

Leidcr's work started simply, just by painting the 
gourds, and progressing to culling ihem. 

Shortly thereafter, she developed what she refers 
to as "gourd elbow," tendinitis and carpal tunnel 

syndrome. 

"I love them," Leider said. "They look like bub- 
bles and the gourd will always tell you what it

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Grandparents advised 

to poison-proof their homes 

With the approach of national Grandparent's Day on Sept. 
9, grandparents are advised to spend a few moments 
checking their homes to ensure common poison hazards 
such as medications and household cleaners are kept 
out of the sight and reach of grandchildren and other young visitors. 
Taking a few steps to poison-proof you home will help to make it a 
safer place for youngsters. 

Last year, the Illinois Poison Center (IPC), which offers free poison 
prevention and treatment advice via a statewide hot line 800-942-5969, handled 67,776 
poisoning cases, more than half of which involved children under age six. According to 
Tony Burda, chief poison specialist of the IPC, household cleaners, pain medicines and 
cosmetics/personal care products continue to be the most common causes of poisoning 
exposures, accounting for about 30 percent of the cases. 

"Everyday items, such as the contents of a purse or medications kept in a nightstand- 
drawer, can be poisonous," said Burda. 

Medications: To a curious toddler, almost everything can look and smell good 
enough to eat. it is especially important to keep medications, which young children often 
mistake for candy, out of their sight and reach, Burda recommends that grandparents fol- 
low safety tips: 

• Avoid taking medications of front of children, because they like to copy adult's action 

• Keep medications in their original containers and store them in locked cabinets 

• Do not place medications out in the counter or on a windowsill 

• Use child-resistant containers for medications carried on your purse (daily pill coun- 
ters are not child-resistant and they also should be kept our of children's reach) 

• Dispose of old or unused medications by (lushing them down the toilet; rinse out 
containers before throwing them away 

• Post an IPC phone sticker (available free by calling the IPQ on or near the telephones 
Household Cleaners:! o protect grandchildren from an accidental exposure to a 

household cleaners, all cleaning products should be kept in their original containers with 
original labels and they should be stored out of sight, in locked cabinets. Never leave a 
cleaning product open. 

Burda recommends that grandparents keep a bottle of both, syrup of ipecac and acti- 
vated charcoal for each grandchild in the home. Syrup of ipecac is used to induce vomit- 
ing, while activated charcoal binds with the poison, allowing the body to eliminate it nat- 
urally. Different toxins require different treatments, however, so never use either product 
without first calling the IPC or a doctor. 

The IPC is the only certified, regional poison center in the state, serving all of Illinois 
24 hours a day, 365 days a year. Staffed by physicians, nurses, pharmacists and other poi- 
son specialists, the IPC welcomes calls from the public and health care professionals on 
the treatment of overdoses, alcohol or drug misuse, medication problems, occupational 
exposures, bites and other poison-related concerns.

In California, Leidcr said gourds have 
risen beyond their common "crafty" status 
to high art.

The only fee for the festival the $7 park- 
ing cost at the Botanic Garden. 

Wauconda Julia Tudor has been trying 
her hand at gourd art for two years. A year 
prior to that, she grew and dried them. 

She worked with a group at Prairie 
Crossing which had a gourd garden and "had 
a very positive experience with gourds." 

"I'm planning to have a line of gourd 
masks at the state show," she said. "I was 
born on Halloween, so I really like them." 

Tudor said she finds gourd to be fascinat- 
ing plants, every bit as "hungry" as the magi- 
cal bean plants in the story of "Jack and the 
Beanstalk." 

"They need lots of fertilizer to grow and 



they have to be cross-pollinated if the bees 
don't do their job," she said. 

Tudor said historically gourds were the 
first plants ever cultivated and they have been 
found on every continent on Earth. Their 
importance has been evident as gourds have 
been found throughout ancient societies. 

Some people still don't get it though. 
• "A lot of people, including members of 
my family, bless their heart, just don't under- 
stand it," she said. 

Beside the state festival, Tudor will also 
show her work at the Crystal Lake Harvest 
Festival on Thursday, Oct. 6. 

"The (Botanic) Gardens is the perfeci 
place," said Leider. "We hope it will get big- 
ger and better so all of us can make a living."

High tech rail commuting that will be a model for 
the nation is on the way. 

As the result of a full funding federal initiative, $23 
million will be available for upgrading Met ra's North 
Central line, including adding a second mainline track 
along 12 miles of the 53-mile line. 

Officials said the improvement will be a big bene- 
fit for Antioch, Like Villa, Grayslake, Llbertyville, 
Mundelein, Vernon Mills, Prairie View and Buffalo 
Grove. 

Scheduled improvements include track and 



signal upgrades, construction of five new stations, 
parking, rail yard expansion and purchase of one 
new diesel locomotive and eight bi-lcvcl passen- 
ger cars. 

Full funding for the Dept. of Transportation pro- 
gram(DOT) was pushed by Congressman Mark Kirk (R- 
IL) and House Speaker Dennis Hasten. 

Breaking a DOT log jam rested on three fac- 
tors: Metra is the strongest transit agency in the 
country current projects offer few engineering 
difficulties, and Metra offers the most promise for 



increased riders. 

By pushing for a full funding agreement, Kirk 
said the 60-day review period will be completed 
while Congress still is in session. "That making 
funding approval possible before next year," Kirk 
asserted. 

Metra also is in line for funding for South 
West Service improvements, S19 million, and 
West Line, $20 million.

Property owners have paid millions in special taxes and legal fees on 
all sides are mounting. If damages are awarded to the plaintiffs, 

taxpayers will foot the bill one way or another. 



It's said that the road to hell is paved with 
good intention. Residents of the county, 
particularly those in Antioch, are forced 
to live along that hellish corridor and 
stand to pay a big price over the one ease- 
ment that is blocking the completion of the 
Northeast Lake Facilities Planning Area 
Special Service Area (NEFPA SSA). 



Property owners in Antioch's East-Sub 
Area, generally located between Deep Lake 
Rd. and Rte. 45 bordered by Lindcnhurst 
and Wisconsin, entered into an agreement 
in 1994 with Lake County in good faith that 
sewer would be provided to their property 
by the NEFPA SSA, and have collectively 
paid over $2 million in special taxes for the 



system with another annual payment due in 
September. The collection system neces- 
sary to bring waste in this area to the inter- 
ceptor on the cast side Rte. 45 is not in 
place. Lake County, the Village of Antioch, 
properly owners and developers are locked 
in a court battle of "intention" versus legal 

obligation.

On the surface, the task of getting one 
easement granted to complete a 
sewage system that had been pro- 
posed and approved about seven 
years ago would seem simple enough. Such is 
not the situation in the Antioch area. 

Though Lake County initiated the cre- 
ation of the NEFPA SSA, it is, in effect, hinder- 
ing its completion by holding back an ease- 
ment over the former Click property, current- 
ly by its separate but related entity, the Lake 
County Forest Preserve Dist. The result of this 
action, or inaction, hasjcsulted in several law- 
suits brought forth by property owners and 
developers, as well as the counterclaims that 
have ensued. 

The Forest Preserve Dist., made up of the 
same representatives as the Lake County 
Board (though sitting on different committees

purchase of the former Click property at the 
beginning of this year. This property is the 
first situated to the west of the interceptor 
constructed by the county and stubbed at 
Rte.

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President Al Westerman, the Village of 
Antioch had to make an official request for 
the easement, an action he said had "just 
happened." The district may make the deci- 
sion whether or not to grant die easement on 
Sept. 14. "This might be done in executive 
session because of the pending litigation." 

Westerman added, "Our engineers were 
out looking at the impact on the swimming 
beach. We don't want something that would 
be a negative impact to the public." 

Though a decision by the Forest Preserve 
Board may be forthcoming, it is unlikely that 
the tangled web, nearly a decade in the mak- 
ing, will straighten out overnight. 

Political sparring match 

One of the plaintiffs and property owner 
Otto Sprenger said, "This is not a legal battle, 
but a political battle. There was a change in 
political flavor, and now they {the current 
board) are going about things without regard 
to the contracts and agreements we had." 

County Board Rep. Judy Martini (R- 
Antioch), in office since 1994, seeming to 
agree with Sprenger said, "The issue was 
approved (for the NEFPA SSA) on the Friday, 
four days prior to me taking office, by a lame 
duck board. Both the county and the Village 
of Antioch are facing the legal ramifications of 
the defeated pro-growth leaders' previous 
actions." 

Martini and County Board representative 
turned County Board Chair Suzy Schmidt (R- 
Lake Villa) took particular offense to an eight- 
page document released by the Village of 
Antioch in April 2000 {under former mayor 
Marilyn Shineflug) that stated the county 
shares the responsibility for the densities 
being sought in the East-Sub Area. 

Martini was quoted at a village board 
meeting as having said, "There are blatant 
omissions in it (the document), and the bot- 
tom line is the development is occurring in 
the municipality." 

Schmidt added, "I don't know why the 
village did this (in reference to the docu- 
ment)." She also said developers often go to 



villages rather than to the county because 
they can build at higher densities. 

The "Days off Rage" 

At that same board meeting, Martini 
mentioned that the Lake County Forest 
Preserve Dist. had attempted, but failed, to 

purchase about 2,500 acres of land in the area 
discussed. What she didn't mention was that 
it wouldn't have necessarily been a standard 
real estate transaction where an owner makes 
a decision to sell, puts the property on the 
market, entertains bids from interested par- 
ties, determines the best deal and eventually 
sells the property. 

The mid to late 1980s were referred to by 
some as the "Days of Rage." The Forest 
Preserve Dist, exercised its right of eminent 
domain to condemn properties, if necessary, 
to acquire them. 

One notorious case was that of Helen 
Casey of Libertyville, The Forest Preserve 
Dist. reportedly "look" 100 acres of the farm 
that had been in Casey's family for over 125 
years. Sprenger said, "They used rather crude 
methods to purchase this elderly lady's land." 

In 1989 Casey was quoted, "My property 
has been designated without notice. I found 
out through the newspaper„.To target me as 
one who would allow development is very 
unfair." 

Colin McRae (R-Mundelein) was elected 
to the County Board in 1990 at the beginning 
of the end of that era, and served as Forest 
Preserve president in 1993-94. Of that time 
period he said, "People were scrambling to 
annex to municipalities because the Forest 
Preserves couldn't designate their properties 
if they were part a municipality. The language 
in the body of the standard (designation) res- 
olution automatically authorized the power 
to condemn. 

"It's an extraordinary act when you take 
someone's land away from them. It only took 
50 percent plus one to do that. I think the land 
acquisition board was a board of seven. That 
means four people could vote to condemn 
your property." 

McRae added, "There were property 
owners for which there was no (fair) price. 
The property had been in the family, and they 
had no interest in selling it, period." 

According to Sprenger, it was this atmos- 
phere of mistrust that caused him and sever- 
al other property owners in the East-Sub Area 
to annex to the Village of Antioch. "There was 
a period when landowners, the farmers in 
particular, became very frightened about how 
the Forest Preserve was purchasing land.

The village successfully annexed about 
1,800 acres including the properties of Homer 
White (that became the Anest property), 
Sprenger, Aloysious Elfering, Stanley Bcrkiel, 
George Murphy, Gary Hicks and Philip King 
on behalf of the McHenry State Bank thus 
blocking the Forest Preserves. 



Establishment of the 
NEFPA SSA 

The main event that lead to the establish- 
ment of the NEFPA SSA in the mid-'90s was 
Abbot Labs' announcement that it planned to 
build a huge office/ research complex east of 
Rte. 45. Lake County wanted to ensure mat 
Abbott would stay in the area instead of mov- 
ing north of the border into Wisconsin. 

The sewerage system was proposed to 
provide Abbott with the services necessary for 

its proposed complex. 

The ordinance called for the "construc- 
tion and installation of a sewerage system to 
serve both the proposed NEFPA SSA and also 
the territory currently served by the county's 
existing Grandwood Park Sewage Treatment 
Plant..." It said it would "provide said territory 
with a safer and more appropriate, adequate, 
efficient, and environmentally responsible 
system for disposing of and treating sanitary 

sewage." 

A special tax roll was figured "based on 
the average daily sewage flows projected 
from the original SSA tracts..." The tax on 
Sprenger's property was calculated to 
$79,600 per year for 20 years. The combined 
Anest/White tax was calculated to $231,800 
for the same 20 years. 

Other participants who were original 
SSA participants include Gordon Wells at 
$19,100 per year and Ken Glick at $30,388 per 
year. Small portions of the properties of Mike 
Wells and Russell and Lois Doolittle were 
added to the list as they were need forconti- 
guity of properties and easements. Neither 
paid to be part of the system, and, in fact, Lake 
County paid the Doolitlles $9,000 for ease- 
ment rights years later. 

In deposition statements taken by 
Decrcrest for the purposes of discover)', 



Martin "AT Galantha testified that ihe"specia! 
taxes of the NEFPA SSA were the first source of 
revenue to the system. He said, "So actually 
the tax generated by the Special Service Area 
was the first stream of revenue that was going 
to help support those revenue bonds. And 
then the second stream would be the users' 
fees from the users themselves. 

Easement responsibility 

"I was told when I joined the Special 
Service Area that there would be no problem 
(completing the system). 1 didn't have the 
money. I had to take a loan to do this (join the 
SSA), and my bank had to look things "over 
before they would lend me the money," said 

Sprenger. 

"But nothing happened and nothing hap- 
pened (with regard to they system's construc- 
tion). I had the property on the market and 
quite a few people interested, but they would 
say, 'Sprenger, 1 like the property and you're an 
alright guy, but I can't give you an answer until 
you tell us when you can flush out there. '" 

The bone of contention between Lake 
County and the Village of Antioch centers 
around who is responsible for the necessary 
easements in the Special Service Area, with 
each entity pointing the finger at the other. 
Initially, the only ordinance was the 1994 ordi- 
nance for the NEFPA SSA. The complication 
came when Antioch entered into an agree- 
ment joining the county in 1995. 

Under section 12 of the 1994 ordinance 
titled "County Obligations" it says, "...the 
County shall, and the County Administrator is 
hereby directed to promptly undertake and 
diligently pursue to completion all actions 
necessary or convenient to: (under 6) acquire 
or otherwise obtain or secure any and all 
property, easements, equipment, and services 

necessary..." 

Antioch is listed has having some respon- 
sibility in the 1995 agreement. Under defini- 
tions of the Antioch Northeast Sewage 
Collection System it defines the system, in 
part, as, "...associated land, easements, and 
rights-of-way, owned and operated by the 
Village..." but doesn't specifically say the vil- 
lage is to acquire them. 

Later in the ordinance under 
"Interpretation and Severability" it says, "In 
case of any conflict between the terms and 
provisions of this Agreement (1995) and of the 
SSA Ordinance (1994), the terms and provi- 
sions of the SSA Ordinance shall control."

Still friendly 

to businesses 

Illinois always has enjoyed the reputation of being a business- 
friendly state, possibly because of the high number of corpora- 
tions that maintain headquarters in the state and the fact that 
nois has an industrial heritage. 
In actuality, Illinois ranks 13th in the nation for policies promoting 
entrepreneurship, according to the 6th annual Small Business Survival 
Index. Nevada and South Dakota rank first and second. Kansas, 
Maine and Hawaii are at the bottom, with Hawaii being dead last. 
Wisconsin ranked 30th. 

The Survival Index tied together 17 government-imposed or gov- 
ernment-related costs that impact small business and entrepre- 
neurs — personal income taxes, capital gains taxes, corporate income 
taxes, property taxes, sales taxes, death taxes, unemployment taxes, 
health insurance taxes, electricity costs, workers' compensation costs, 
crime rates, right to work status, number of bureaucrats, tax limitation 
status, Internet taxes, gas taxes, and state minimum wages. 

It's interesting to note the number of taxes and costs of doing busi- 
ness that are dictated at the local level — county and municipal gov- 
ernment. In Lake County, elected officials have a great deal to say 
about whether the business climate is friendly or not. 

In the case of the village fathers, dealing with business, big or small, 
is a tight rope walk. Being too friendly can court criticism. Dealing at 
arms length, can drive business away. What to do? 

Welcome DePaul 

to Lake County 

Another institution of higher learning. That's a ringing part of 
the Back to School story in Lake County this fall. 
As the result of a strategic alliance, world-class DePaul 
University is expanding its reach into the northern suburbs 
by offering programs and residential facilities at Barat College, an 800- 
student liberal arts college in Like Forest. 

A DePaul executive described the agreement of the two centuries- 
old Catholic institutions as "bringing DePaul into the backyard of Lake 
County." And so it is. The arrival of DePaul will be accompanied by 
$6.2 million in Barat renovations. 

The higher education picture in Like County just looks brighter 
and brighter all the time. As the array of degree opportunities ex- 
pands, the list of areas with greater educational resources gets smaller. 
It's an enviable position. And it's our backyard. 

Food pantries 

being depleted 

This summer was hot and humid for everyone, but the heat 
and humidly were more stressful for public officials and vol- 
unteers who provide food and emergency aid for indigents 
and needy families. 

In bike County, food traditionally comes from pantries operated by 
townships and church congregations. With an economy running less 
than full tilt, there has been greater demand for food resources. 
Pantries are running low. 

"It's the worst I can remember," related Supervisor Gordon Kiesgen 
of Grant Township (Fox Lake-Inglcside), which has a high percentage 
of elderly and people on fixed incomes. Libertyville Township Super- 
visor Mike Graham reported food donations for the community 
pantry operated for the needy aren't coming in as usual. The econo- 
my has something to do with the problem, in the opinion of both su- 
pervisors. 

Despite heavier than usual demand, Avon Township (Hound Lake , 
area/Grayslake) food supplies are normal because the township over 
the years has been an active participant in a U.S. Dept. of Agriculture 
commodities program. Supervisor Huss Christian recommends that 
other townships get involved despite governmental red tape. Warren 
Township is able to offer fresh vegetables to the needy this time of year 
from gardeners who supply the pantry. 

Postal workers in a number of Lake County communities collect 
donations of non-parishables for township pantries. Kiesgen called 
the twice-a-year project in Grant Township a "God-send." 

With the holiday season not too far away, pantry operators antici- 
pate Christmas generosity to help restock shelves. As one township 
official stated, a gift of food for the needy will be a good way to ob- 
serve Christmas this year. Note: The food pantries also accept 

checks.

Three thousand adult softball 
players will be looking for a 
new home next spring to 
play their favorite sport. 

They were regulars at Softball 
City when the four-diamond shrine 
to 12-inch slow pitch closed its 
doors forever in Mainesville a few 
weeks ago after 1 5 years. 

"It was a great run. I'm going to 
miss the place, the players and the 
fun," mused Otis Carter, founder and 
operator of the softball emporium 
that attracted players from Milwau- 
kee to the North Side of Chicago. 

What happened? Softball City 
still was going strong with more 
than 800 teams who competed in 
leagues running from early April un- 
til late October. Carter supplied a 
two-word answer. 

"Culture change." 

Changing tastes in recreation 
and entertainment were at the bot- 
tom of Carter's decision to sell the 
sports center to a developer who will 
erect residential housing. Culture 
change and more. The "more" rest- 
ed in ever increasing real estate tax- 
es and skyrocketing costs of liability 
insurance. 

Carter, who regularly worked 80 
to 90 hour weeks during the season, 
related that he might have been able 
to handle increasing business costs, 
but he couldn't cope with the dimin- 
ishing supply of players. 

The youthful, crew-cut business- 
man said softball as a for-profit en- 
terprise is a dicing business. "The 
handwriting was on the wall. I real- 
ized three years ago that there was 
no future. Young guys, the 19 and 
20 year olds, aren't playing orga- 
nized softball anymore. In a few 
years, the guys in their 40s won't be 
coming out anymore. What then?" 
Carter asked wistfully. 

Even today, young men and 
women who enjoyed the games, the 
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conversation and the beer served in 
pitchers afterwards aren't playing 
because they're working two jobs. 
"They're working to feed their fami- 
lies. They don't have time for fun 
anymore," Carter observed. "Com- 
puters. Internet. Fitness clubs, just 
hanging out. It's not softball for 
fun." 

Carter is making a seamless 
change to landscape contracting for 
a livelihood. His business is located 
not far from Softball City where dis- 
mantling work already has begun. 
When Softball City opened in 1986, 
four-diamond complexes built 
around a sports bar were novelties 
around the nation. Players came in 
droves. Girlfriends and moms, 
many with youngsters in strollers, 
rooted for the guys. The girls caught 
the action, loo. Lots of ladies 
leagues. Seven nights a week. Soft- 
ball action until midnight. 

Not anymore. Culture change.

Cheating spoils

TGrantland Rice said it 
most memorably: 
"When the One Great 
Scorer comes to write against 
your name, he marks not that 
you won or lost but how you 

played the game." 

That moral used to be quot- 
ed frequently in sports and oth- 
er competitions but has been gathering dust of late, re- 
placed by a "winning is everything" philosophy. 

And that unethical chicken returned to roost last 
week when Little League Baseball officials in Pennsyl- 
vania ruled a Bronx, N.Y., team, starring kids from the 
Dominican Republic, must forfeit all of its victories in 
the Little League World Series. The Caribbean nation's 
government, checking birth certificates, found the 
squad's star pitcher was 14 years old/two years beyond 

the limit. 

Little League officials also banned for life the boy's 
father, Felipe Almonte, and Bronx Little League founder 

Rolando Paulino. 

The pitching prodigy, Danny Almonte, won four 

games in the Little League World Scries, giving up only 
one unearned run and striking out 62 of the 72 batters 
he faced. 

Danny came to the United Slates with his father 15 
months ago. lie doesn't speak English and has not been 

enrolled in school. 

The Dominican Republic is one of the world's base- 
ball factories, having produced the Chicago Cubs' Sam- 
my Sosa and other major league stars. 

Danny Almonte down the road may become one of 
them, maybe with the Cubs, who knows? But because 
of pushy parents and corrupt coaches he'll always be 

labeled a cheater. 

But baseball is soft on cheaters. Albert Belle, play- 
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several years ago, was exposed 
as one of baseball's bad boys 
when the American League dis- 
covered the secret behind his 
terrific hitting — a bat in which 
he had illegally inserted cork, 
enabling him to swing faster. 

Belle's punishment was a 
mere 10-day suspension. He is 
still around, currently collecting $39 million by staying 
on the Baltimore Orioles' disabled list for three years. In 
recent seasons, instead of hitting home runs, he has led 
the league in pitching fits and trashing clubhouses. 

Cheaters unfortunately pop up everywhere. Several 
years ago, a "runner" named Rosie Ruiz "won" the 
Boston Marathon, a 26-mile footrace. But other runners 
noticed Rosie didn't have the trim body of a distance 
runner and officials said she hadn't been seen passing 
checkpoints along the way. 

It turned out she had hitched a ride shortly after 
starting the race and got back in once the finish line 
was near. While the real runners were suffering for 
two or three hours, Rosie had time to stop for break- 
fast. 

The Little League World Series in Williamsport, Pa., 
often has been a suspicious romper room. In 1990, Tai- 
wan, another baseball factory, won its 14th World Series 
in 17 appearances, defeating the best American team 9- 
after routing teams from other countries. Why, many 
wondered, don't those Taiwan phenoms show up later 
in our major leagues where millions of dollars are paid? 
Little League officials say, "We oversee nearly 35,000 
teams in 105 countries. There is no way we can check 
the birth date of every player. All we can do is continue 
to depend on the honesty of our volunteers and the 
parents who are signing up the kids." 
It's all in the family.

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S eek Rte. 22 solution 



Improvements for Rte. 22 as 
proposed by the Illinois Dept. 
ofTransportation (IDOT) will 
have an enormous impact on 
the municipalities along the route. 

Citizens throughout the region 
will be affected. While the IDOT 
plan proposes to address traffic 
flow and the agency's projected 
traffic increases in the region, there 
are many potentially serious side 
effects and negative impacts. 

Everyone recognizes the prob- 
lem of rush-hour overcrowding. 
The proposal advanced by IDOT 
does not assure success. The short 
time gain in traffic flow during rush 
hour is likely to be measured only 
in a few minutes. Even Illinois Sec- 
retary ofTransportation, Kirk 
Brown, has publicly stated that 
I DOT's proposed enlarged highway 
will quickly become congested. 

IDOT has projected more than 
S70 million in taxpayer money is 
needed with this plan. This money 
can be used for other badly needed 
projects. In addition to the IDOT 
budget, each municipality will be 

mandated to spend collateral mil- 
lions from local budgets to perform 
required ancillary work. 

A number of consequential 
concerns have not been fully con- 
sidered and appreciated. Among 
them: 

There may be severe impacts 
on the environment including wet- 
lands, flood plains, air pollution 
and noise levels. (Our village re- 
cently found it necessary to file a 
federal lawsuit to require IDOT to 
properly assess the environmental 
damage in accordance with federal 
law). 

Serious safety concerns espe- 
cially for seniors, children, the 

physically impaired and homeown- 
ers associated with the widening of 
the road. 

There will be a lowering or 
property values — and tax revenues. 

Certain local businesses stand 
to suffer major losses. 

Several central questions that 
have not been fully answered: 

Are the millions of dollars 
worth the stated objectives? 

Are the stated objectives even 
achievable? 

Are there other, less expensive, 

road improvements that can 

achieve similar objectives at much 

less cost and much less damage to 

the environment and lax bases of 

the various municipalities?

Simply this: refcrendums can 
add up to $500 or $1 ,000 a year, to 
an already too high property tax 
bill. This is an ongoing tax that 
doesn't quit when the children 
graduate. It continues on and on ad 
infinitum, as long as theproperty 
exists. Invested wisely, that same 
proposed referendum money can 
appreciate to where it can relieve a 
big part of the financial burden that 
all parents will school age children 
can look forward to. 

Of course, there arc other solu- 
tions that can be utilized: 1. no col- 
lege, and 2. student loaTis which 
could place the burdens on the 
adult children. Think about it when 
referendum barrage hits the fan. Or

In 1994, Lake Coumy drafted letters of 
easement that were distributed to the Special 
Service Area participants, including Glick. 

Though Like County paid $9,000 to the 
Doolittles for an easement across their prop- 
erty (recorded in 2000), it contends it has no 
obligation to provide an easement across the 
former Glick property now owned by the 
Forest Preserve Dist. The Doolittle easement 
is the second in line to the west of the inter- 
ceptor stub. 

The deposition testimony of Karl 
Nollenburger, who had been the Lake County 
administrator for the past two years until he 
stepped down on July 31, said he understood 
the necessity of the easement was to have 
contiguity within the Special Service Area to 
extend sanitary sewer service. 

In Judy Martini's deposition taken by 
Deercrest, she hedged on whether she under- 
stood the purpose of the easement, and said 
she had no clear memory as to whether she 
looked into the issue at the time despite the 
fact the property is within her district. 

In March 2000, documents were sent by 
village engineers Clark Dietz to Glick seeking 
"approval, return and signature" of the ease- 
ment location. 

The village felt it was complying with 
what it had agreed to do. Shincflug had had 
conversations with various people at the 
county level, but Martini testified that there 
were rules to be followed and that Shinellug's 
efforts were not official. 

Tim Wells, who was the administrator for 
the Village of Antioch until this past August 
testified during his deposition that his under- 
standing was that it was the county's respon- 
sibility to secure the easements because of 
the wording of the 1994 ordinance establish- 
ing the NEFPA SSA. He said, "If I knew that 
the village were responsible for the ease- 
ments I certainly would have acted accord- 
ingly." 
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Whose rights/who's right 

Other matters complicating the issue for 
; property owners and developers 
are the individuals and groups 
against what they call "high den- 
sity" development in the Fast- 
Sub Area. The Antioch Coalition 
to Rescue the Environment 

(ACHE) was formed in the spring 
of 2000 to protest the Neumann 
Homes proposal on the Anest 

property. 

ACRE is opposed to the pro- 
posal as it contends thousands of 
trees would be destroyed, while 
adding thousands more adults 
and their children resulting in 
higher taxes, more road gridlock 
and a lower quality of life. 

The group's attorney Newton 
Finn gave its members a written 
legal opinion regarding the legali- 
ty of the 1992 Settlement 
Agreement entered into by the 
Anests and the Village of Antioch 
when the Anests had petitioned 
to disconnect. Based on Finn's 
opinion, the group has threat- 
ened to sue the village if it 
approves the Neumann Homes 
development. 

The Pulte Home Corp. is report- 
edly suing two area residents and 
the Village of Sleepy Hollow, in two separate 
lawsuits, for damages in delaying a 31 1 -home 
project in West Dundee. The suit against the 
residents is said to be seeking $2.8 million in 
losses, and the complaint against Sleepy 
Hollow seeks $2.75 million. 

Pulte Home had submitted a PUD last 
summer for development on the 91 -acre 
Elfering property. The proposal was first con- 
tinued and then tabled due to the sewer issue 
in the East-Sub Area. 

Attorney for the Elferings, Andrew 
Semmelman, addressed Anlioch's village 
board on Aug. 6. At a previous meeting, it 
had been suggested that some of the prop- 
erties within the East Sub-Area that are not 
currently part of the Special Service Area be 
rezoned. 

He said, "First let me state that it is very 
easy for non-growth protagonists to scream 
that open land should be open land. It 
seems that never is it their land that is in 
issue." 

He continued, "...all these property own- 
ers agreed to the annexation believing that 
their property would become residential 
development. As for any discussion of rezon- 
ihg to agricultural, the Elferings vehemently 
oppose any such action. It is one thing to 
argue about density and development, but a 
brazen attempt to reduce the zoning and the 
value of their property so dramatically is 
absolutely wrong. Such a rezoning would 
amount to an inverse condemnation." 

And so it goes. 

Neumann Homes, in addition to its own 
lawsuit against the Village of Antioch, has 
decided to join Deercrest et al in its case. 

"It's the beginning of the end when the 
rights of an individual landowner are 
ignored," said Sprenger. "It's deplorable 
when they (any governmental body) go tram- 
pling over landowners' rights."

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Give your kids a chance to learn the 
difference between 'can't' and 'won't' 



With the beginning of school I 
wanted to share with all of 
you some thoughts I have 
about what I view to be a very 
dangerous trend. Except for very rare 
instances, I don't believe in "can't" when it 
comes to kids. Oh, I have seen many exam- 
ples of "can't" come into my office, but 
usually they are "can't" disguised as 
"won't". The problem is that when the 
"can't" shows up, the adults do what they 
can to make the challenge less, make the 
work easier, give the medication, contrive 
the seating arrangement, do whatever it 
takes to bring back the comfort and take 
away the painful stimulus-the work. 
Unfortunately, this is done in the name of 
creating self-esteem and a comfort zone for 
the child. This trains the child early on that 
any sign of struggle on the child's part is 
immediately rescued and it becomes the 
child's modus operandi. Suddenly, every- 
thing is "can't," because "can't" creates 
comfort. This process does not create self- 
esteem or anything else positive. Instead, 
what I believe it does, is completely take 
that child's chance away. It makes that 
child never have to struggle for the work 
again. The appropriate struggle is what cre- 
ates the abilities. None of us grows without 
the struggle. When I went to school, there 
wasn't "can't." it wasn't accepted. You 
found a way and you did. And guess what? 
No one crumbled and no one broke and no 
one lost it. Kids found their way and did it 
and learned much about themselves and 
the work.

I have met many kids who have been 
classified as "can't." They come in con- 
vinced that they are somehow broken or 
defective. This is because they have been 
shown this so many times through the very 
people who have tried to make it easier on 
them. If he won't do his work, give him less. 
If he cannot sit still, give him meds. If he 
can't spell, take away the grades that judge 
the spelling. If he can't remember, take 
away the tests that judge the memory. The 
kids I meet all have one thing in common. 
Once I help to push them past the "golden 
hurdle" or the place where struggle meets 
success, they are suddenly kids who can. 
They are always blown away by it, but I am 
not. I see it as something I knew from the 
beginning. Erich time that happens, I get 
thrilled and I get angry at the same time. 
My thrill is in showing a child he actually 
could all the time. He was just more 
steeped in had habits and "won't" because 
he learned early on that "won't" worked to 
get out of things. My anger comes from 
thinking about how many kids there are 
out there who truly feel they can't because 
they have had things "dumbed down" for 



them. Made easier. Made without struggle. 

If I sound a little angry about this it's 
because I am. I believe that nothing is dif- 
ferent about kids now than 20 years ago, 
except what adults believe about them. I 
don't believe there is any greater dis- 
tractibility among kids. I don't believe there 
is any greater proportion of learning prob- 
lems than 20 years ago. The difference is 
that 20 years ago, kids who had difficulties 
were pushed to practice their weakness 
again and again, until it became their 
strength. Now, practice is almost never 
seen or heard. My goodness, today if you 
ask a child with a documented learning 
problem to actually sit and practice that 
weak skill, it is considered "abusive." Today 
it is considered more "correct" to let the 
child avoid the painful stimulus and just be 
"good" at something else even if the painful 
stimulus is something the child will need. I 
think not asking that child to practice the 
weak skill is the true abuse. And when a 
child starts singing the "can't chorus" 
which in most cases, I believe, is the "won't 
chorus." some sympathetic adult pulls 
away the challenge, pulls away the practice 
and the child loses. 

Don't get me wrong, every person has 
strengths and weaknesses. I am not saying 
that we should torture kids into doing 
things way beyond what they have learned. 
I am just saying that we need to recognize 
that practice is the key to learning any- 
thing. That tenacity does not just happen.

such as the elderly, people without insur- 
ance, people whose insurance doesn't cover 
prevention, or people just too busy," she 
said. 

A recent incident emphasizes the 
importance of the CareCoach. A woman 
visited the CareCoach with no complaints. 
"She just wanted to participate," 
McWilliams said. Through a screening, the 
CareCoach team discovered the woman 
had abnormally high blood sugar, which if 
left undiagnosed could he suggestive of dia- 
betes. "We don't diagnose," McWilliams 
said. "But we do educate people, and we do 
ask them to follow up with a physician." 
Working along with McWilliams is Michael 
Smith, the CareCoach specialist. 
Because all of the testing is done on-site, 
participants can walk away knowing their 
results. "We can discuss it right there," 
McWilliams said. People are encouraged to 
visit again to have their condition moni- 
tored.

the only way these kids are going to learn 
that is through the adults leaching them. 
So, think about the message you arc teach- 
ing a child when you take the struggle away 
completely and let complacency take over. 
Think about what you are doing to that 
child when you do that. 

My hunger for knowledge has not only 
taken me to places 1 never imagined I 
would go, but it has also made my educa- 
tional life colorful and wonderful and awe- 
some. 1 got my hunger for knowledge 
because my parents and teachers taught me 
to never give up. To never settle for less 
than what I could be. I got that message 
loud and clear and trust me it never came 
through taking grades away, taking tests 
away, giving me easier work or accepting 
any bad work in the name of promoting 
self-esteem. It saddens me when i see a 
child who doesn't see that wonderful color- 
ful world of learning like 1 got to. And don't 
go fooling yourself by thinking that I had 
some mammoth I.Q. and everything came 
easily to me. It didn't. I had a reading prob- 
lem when I was in school. My eyes skipped 
around the words and I had to read things 
over and over again. Nothing came easily, 
but my parents made it known that if it did- 
n't work one way, it would another and I 
shouldn't give up. They taught me that 
there was always a way and I learned that 
and found it. 1 had to do things many times, 
instead of once. I had to ask for help. 1 had 
to struggle, but the struggle is what taught 
me the tenacity and the ability to stick with 
something even if it doesn't click the first 
.time. It is something I try to inspire with 
each and ever)' family who I meet and I 
hope to inspire everyone who reads this 

article. 

"Can't" can start as "can't" but soon 
becomes "won't" because "won't" works to 
get out of the work. I don't hear the word 
"can't." I don't acknowledge the word 
"can't." When a child says that to me, we 
minimize that word and teach "can" 



instead and then we teach how to get to 
"can." Of course, they don't believe it at 
first, but after some gentle practice and 
never giving up, they get there and it works. 
In my office, kids know "can't" is consid- 
ered a 4 letter word. The most exciting time 
is when they start to catch themselves say- 
ing it so they can then change it. Our atti- 
tudes about ourselves are 99% of how well 
we do, If a child feels he or she can with 
practice, 99% says he or she can. 

If they need help, fine give them help, 
but not the kind that makes complacen- 
cy. Not the kind that helps them out of 
thinking. Make it the kind of help that 
makes them think and practice and use 

energy. 

The next time you see a "can't," and 
you want to make it easier for the child, try 
it my way instead. Help the child learn to 
practice the "can't," through the "won't." 
Learn to appropriately take on the "won't." 
You will reach that place where struggle 
becomes success and you will love the 
result and so will the child. Practice does 
not need to be harsh, just so it is there and 
never let go of. Teach them to not let it go 
and they won't and they will become the 
great, fulfilled people that they were sup- 
posed to be.

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Lake County hurt by federal funding cuts 



Congress' approved $217 million reduc- 
tion of the federal Workforce Investment Act 
(WIA) for 2001 will affect the Lake County 
Hoard Chairman's appointed Workforce 
Investment Board, which receives funding 
under the WIA to provide employment and 
training services to adults, laid off workers and 
youth. Lake County is to be notified in late 
September regarding its actual allocation 
reduction. 

Once the county receives notification of 
its funding reduction, the Workforce 
Investment Board will determine how the cuts 
will affect the number of persons to be served. 
The lost funds arc likely to hurt, however, as 



the Workforce Investment Board serves a 
large number of county clients. 

Since the beginning of 2001, better than 
42,400 county residents have used the board's 
services at one of its two centers in Grays lake 

and Waukcgan. 

According to Vicky Gordon, Like County 
Workforce Investment Board assistant man- 
ager, "The rescission and proposed cuts are 
coming at a time when the economy is experi- 
encing its first major downturn in a decade. 
The county's ability to provide employment 
and training service will be impacted, espe- 
cially in light of our rising unemployment rate, 
number of company closings and layoffs."

Cuba and 

Latin America music 

"Nueva Charanga," a Chicago musical 
ensemble performing traditional and contem- 
porary music from Cuba and Latin America in 
the style known as "charanga," will perform in 
concert at 7:30 p.m., Sept. 20 in the Studio 
Theatre of the Grayslake Campus.

Charanga music is deeply rooted in 
Cuban history. In the 1870s, a dance for cou- 
ples called the danzon, which evolved from 
French contradanza, became popular. 
Dan/ones were played both outdoors and 
indoors by ensembles called charangas 
Francesas or French orchestras playing classi- 
cal music. In the 1960s, the charanga under- 
went subtle but important changes, adding 
the hotter, jazzier mambo, which is essential- 
ly an African element.

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Big Brothers Big Sisters holds 
back-to-school fund-raising drive 



Big Brothers Big Sisters of Lake County is 
conducting a "back-to-school" fund-raising 
drive to support the social service agency's 
afterschool mentoring program at 10 different 
sites in Like County. Money raised during this 
effort will be used to purchase arts and crafts 
supplies, good quality books and to provide 
school bus transportation for the high school 
volunteers traveling to elementary schools 
throughout the county each week. 

"In the past 2 1 /2 years our high school 
mentoring program has grown from 25 
matches to 250 'bigs' and 'littles' enjoying one 
another's company on a regular basis," 
explained Marry Nicole, executive director of 
Big Brothers Big Sisters of Like County. Funds 
will also cover the expense of a one day con- 
ference for high school mentors which will 
teach them about children, communications, 
mentoring and developing relationships. 

A donation of $10 will buy one high qual- 
ity book for a match to share; $25 will buy 
snacks for one program site for one week; $60 
will pay for five high school mentors to partic- 
ipate in the mentoring conference; $100 will 



pay for transportation for one week; and $150 
will pay for arts and crafts supplies for one 
program site for the entire year. 

"The new books will reinforce reading 
skills while building new relationships, while 
the arts and crafts projects help the mentors 
and the children establish rapport. Our train- 
ing is essential for the mentors to feel confi- 
dent, competent and supported in their 
important role," Nicol explained. 

Studies from the mentoring program have 
revealed that 79 percent of the elementary 
school children said that their grades improved 
because of the program and 75 percent of the 
participants said that relationships with their 
peers had improved.

Insurance underwriting 
credit discrimination banned 



By JULIE MURPHY 

Staff Reporter 



Rep. Timothy Osmond (R- 
Antioch) took action abusive insur- 
ance underwriting practices and 
proposed legislation that was signed 
into law prohibiting insurance com- 
panies from using credit scoring as 
the sole basis of issuing or renewing 
personal lines policies. 

"Some companies were non- 
renewing long-term customers sim- 
ply because of lack of credit infor- 
mation," said Osmond. 

Osmond said that this was a new 
underwriting tool for many insurance 
companies, and that credit rating com- 
panies like Trans Union and Equifax 
said they could determine future losses 
based on credit scores. According to 
Osmond, when asked, these credit rat- 
ing companies would say that their for- 
mulas were proprietary and would not 
disclose information. 

He explained that something as 
simple as automobile shopping can 
negatively affect one's credit score. M I 
bet you didn't know that if you went 
shopping for a car over the next cou- 



ple of weeks and talked to a couple 
of different dealers, and told them 
you wanted a firm price, that it 
would adversely affect your credit 
score by them checking your credit." 

M We were concerned about a 
number of things," said Osmond. "We 
wanted to make sure that insurance 
companies were not allowed to use 
this as their sole criteria. Some peo- 
ple, say those that are fairly wealthy 
and pay cash for everything, wouldn't 
have a lot of credit information and 
could be either not accepted or non- 
renewed based on that sole criteria." 

He added, M We also wanted to 
make sure that this wasn't used to 
discriminate on a racial, gender or 
financial basis." 

The new law further prohibits 
companies from using income, sex, 
race, gender or national origin in 
their credit modeling. When 
requested, insurance companies 
must provide credit information. 

"This is to protect consumers," 
said Osmond. "There were people 
not understanding why they hadn't 
been renewed by their insurance 
companies."

PROPER BALLSTRKING FOR IRONS 

Many golfers tell me that they try to get under the ball, for the ball to get air- 
borne. However, when trying to get under the ball, the clubhead is actually 
working in an upward direction. If the clubhead is working upward, the lead- 
ing edge (or bottom of club) is striking the bail. There is no loft on the leading 
edge, the loft is on the club face. Rather than trying to get under the ball, swing 
down into the bail. The clubhead must be working in a descending motion for 
the ball to meet the clubface.A great reference for this principal would be the 
chip shot tip.

Employment Agencies need to be Chosen with 

Care By Scott T. Fieiscbmann 

Companies, in order to find ihc boi candidates, .sometimes 
hire employment agencies to help with recruiting. Since 
these agencies usually work with many companies they arc 
aware nf many open job requisition Suhscqucmly.jhey can 
often In? a grcai rcM>urcc for your job search. Hut how do 
you know which agencies to trust? Which is the bcM agency 
for you? Wttat can you expect when you work with an 
agency? A* wc will sec* there is a pn>ccv» for choosing and 
working with an employment agency that will answer Mime 
of these questions. 

If you have decided to use an employment agency, talk to 
a! her people about the employment agencies they luvc 
itsctLThc best information on an agency comes fmm those 
who have used their service*. I would also interview the 
agencies that you are considering. Ask them about the com* 
panics that use their service* and at which client they see 
your skills being most useful 

You will want to know if they specialize in specific skill 
sets how long they have been in business and if you could 
talk to several of the people they tiave placed in fobs.Thcn 
call those people and ask if they were satisfied with the serv- 
ice* that he or she received from the agency Once you luvc 
decided on a specific agency, you wit! need to discuss the 
details of how they will provide service* to you. 

Employment agencies work for the employer. Since the 
employer pays them, their loyally will tie with the employer 
not with you. However, they have a responsibility to follow 
your direct ion*. You will need to give ihctn clear instructions 
on what service* you want them to provide and what scrv* 
ices you do not want them to provldc.Tcll diem the specific* 
of the type of job you are seeking and the geographic arra 
where you will work. If you feel that there could be confu- 
sion, I would also describe the jobs that you do not want and 
those area's where you do not want to work. 

Regardless of your decision to work with an employment 
agency, you will need to control your own job sea all. One 
important decision you will need to make is whether you 
will mili/c more than one agency and if you will continue to 
send out resume* even though you are working with the 
agency. I recommend doing both. Agencies are more apt to 
consider you for all open positions if they know tlut you 
could fill the position without their help or through anoth- 
er agency. 

Since most agencies are paid only if they fill an employers 
open position (contingency) they want to get all of their, 
qualified candidates in front of the client. Nevertheless, they 
often send those candidates over one at a time and many 
will not send over a new candidate until the last candidate 
has been rejected. However, If they know that you are also 
sending out your resume and ttut you are going through 
another agency 4 ihcy will be mote likely to send your resume 
to all pertinent clients as soon as possible. 

Employment agencies can Inr a useful too) for finding a job 
hi a new company.

Q: I Jin unemployed at (lie moment with 15 yean, as a tool and die 
maker. I Ium my job 6 month* ago due to downsizing and have 
heen living off unemployment while searching day by day througli 
the help wanted sections of newspapers. 1 have recently moved to 
jn apartment In the northern Lake County area from the Elk Grove 
area with my girlfriend who works near O'llare and am finding 
that alt the ads In the newspapers are for companies down in the 
Uk Grove Village area. 1 feel the drive is not going to work for me. 
The case worker at unemployment said that I am turning down 
work that I should be taking in my field. 1 moved up north in hopes 
of being able to find employment In my field. My girlfriend Is get- 
liiiK frustrated and says that I am not tryi"K Iwrd enough. I am try* 
ing tu tell tier that all the opportunities are south of here. Now I 
am afraid that I am going to lose the unemployment as well and 
have rent that needs to be paid. Jibe says I should be taking a dif- 
ferent approach. I say the jobs are just not out there. What do you 
say* 

At You may not want to hear what I have to say, but I'd rather tell 
you the way it Is than to tell you what you want to hear, larrups 
you should have taken the reverse route and checked out to see If 
there were tool and die opportunities available to you in Lake 
County before moving up north. You stated that the drive to Elk 
Grove to be gainfully employed is not going to work for you, yet 
you. mentioned that your girlfriend works in the O'llare area. Is 
she complaining? Seems to me they arc next door to one another, 
it would have Iktcd a good idea to have found a job opportunity 
prior to moving all the way up north, however, now that you have 
made the move you have a couple of choices, being the fact that 
you are collecting unemployment all this time, and have spent the 
better part of your days searching through newspaper classifieds, 
leaves me to believe that you have fallen into a comfortable nil. A 
rut that would lead one to think that perhaps you are looking at 
unemployment compensation as "vacation pay* It also sounds as 
though that option Is running out.
